CROP SITUATION IN BRITAIN 


Drought and Labor ‘Shortage Add to 
© Difficulties of British Farmers 


The following cable from the Brit- 
ish Ministry of Food was received by 
the Canada Food Board, just hefore 
the conference of the Allied Food 
Controllers. 

“British agriculturists have 
serioysly concerned about drought 
which has checked the growth ot 
wheat here for six weeks, particular- 
ly. on tight soil. Barley and oats 
have also suffered as well as rovi 
crops, and even potatoes have been 
retarde ed by cold weather and lack 
of rain. Luckily the spell of unfav- 
orable weather now has broken and 


rain js plentiful, but nevertheless

possibilities of the wheat crop in the 
United Kingdom will have to be mod- 
ified, owing to the diffjculties-of new- 
ly broken ground and lack of labor.

LAKE OF MYSTERY 


Portland, Ore, Aug. 31—A_ lake 
known as tHe great_sunken lake, is 
reported to beths deepest lake in the 
whole country, and perhaps in the 
whole world. 

Located in ‘the valley ot the Cas= 
cade mountains, about seventy miles 
north of Jacksonville, Ors., this lake 
which js abotit fifteen miles long and 
four miles wide, is so. deep that its

of the ‘mountains that winds cannot 
reach it, and its surface is like a shect 
of glass. It ts sometimes called the 
“Lake of Mystery.”

TO TELL FOWL'S AGE 


_ There are many signs by which with 
some accuracy the age of birds may 
be determined, but it is very easy to 
be deceived jf one does not know the 
real age of the bird. One method 
that seems to be about the most ac- 
curate test: ts the wing test- By 
this fike the rings on a cow's horns 
one has some record in natire’s way 
of the number of molts a bird has 
made. It will be found that between 
the sets of Primary and secondary 
feathers that there is or are one or 
more reat smal! wing feathers each 
of which represents a year. This is 
just as true of the male‘as- the_fe- 
male and affords a means of detect- 
ing the old ones #f no record or 
knowledge of ages 1s available. 

It may seem good to recommend 
keeping all females and help produce 
Jarger numbers, but we believe less 
loss to all will be caused by working 
more economically and conditions for 
producing more will thereby be made 
easier and be more likely carried out- 
Half ithe number with twice the ad- 
vantage will frequently produce more 
than twice the number with half the 
attention or available materia! - for 
encouraging production. ’ 

By ‘considering this matter before 
‘the molting season, and using or ‘kill- 
ing the birds before they lose in flesh 
much avajlable meat will be saved 
and made use of than after the birds 
have wsed the food necessary to molt 
them or are sold when they are spare 
and poor on account of the necessary 
drain on their constitutions.
